History Of Pan Ameri- 
can Conferences Tracetl 

."tpHI-; purpose of the Pan-American 
Poiico Conference now assembled 
At Buenos Airca Is not to niako ol- 
li.inces, bût In ennurr. a continuance of 
the btrii.rlnRs of peace". s-ild I'r.i! King 
tiordon yesterday at .SIrathcona Mall, 
recalling Iho words of I'lcsi'leni 
nooscvell'a inaugural speech. "The 
llmc lins come for American detnocra- 
nlo« lo stand, together when European 
dctnocracico aro being driven Into de- 
feat!" 

At the outset, Prof, Gordon traced 
the history of Pan-Àmcrican confer- 
ences, 'riio first o£ these waa held in 
Buenos Alios in IS'JB. A treaty îor per- 
petual confedcralinn was drawn up; 
hut since Ihe American delegates ar- 
rived Just In time for the adjourn- 
ment," it was not a success. But since 
ISSO, six such conferences have been 
held. .Now there l.i a regular one every 
five years, the next of which will be 
held in j!)DS. The present one i.- not, 
iheicforc, a regular meeting of the 
Pan-American Union, 

President Roosevelt, 'Mr, Hull, of 
TcnHe.s.see, and Mr. Weils were the ori- 
Sinators of Urn conference. Tli; Presi- 
dent sent twenty letters lo twenty fel- 
low-prasldenls- inviting them to meet 
the rise of a great neutral block of 
American states striving for peace 
even if Kuropc and Asia are plunged 
into war. 

President's Speech 

The, President's speech was heard BOt 
only by million.^ of .\mericanSi but also 
by. European listeners. France was 
hopeful when tho President sursesled 
that moral support might he given to 
the Tciriairiing 'European democracies; 
Germ.iny w.-is angry; but Great Britain 
doubted whether America would açain 
intervene in the event of a Kuropcan 
war. 

After the President's speech, Mr. 
Hull outlined the cicht pillars of peace: 
first, cilucntion for peace! second, fre- 
quent confeience.s; third, a coiiïUtn- 
matlon of tlic five peace nsre>;mcnts 
made in lO'Ji!, (two) in WIS, in lOUO, 
and in lOuS: fourth, neutrality in the 
event of war; fifth, .i liberal trade po- 
licy; sixth, international fo-operalion; 
.seventh, Ihe, dpinolition nf trade bar- 
riers; and cigiilh, the revitnlizatlon of 
Inlornutionjil law. 

In tlic past, Canada has declined all 
Invilalions tn Hlleiul such conferences. 
Tlii.s time, however, iluo lo coin- 
plications in Ihe presidcnlial oivciion.s, 
I'liiiaila was not invited. llnglanJ would 
liko, Canada ns a mediator in such a Pan 
AniorlCHii Union; the French-Canadian 
press al.vo Is looking with favour uu 
the conference, 

"If .such a union wcie a sucips.i', 
cunciiided Prof. Cordon, "it would be 
tho grcnlest doinonstrallon of «oi!d 
peace today."

The selling Is lUo un- 
sontlmental north of KuRlnpd In the «voNcliant;lnff 
aspect nf the UtKes, The lapdscapo seems Indiffer- 
ent and apart from human pnil)lnn\s, Nature not 
ai;iunst Man. but unoonorruod in bis affairs. In 
Mio^t a yctiins' is played out tlic fate of a Caosar 
with i\o cntpire, a Hitler with no Germany, n Musso- 
lini v^thiii fpur wwlls. 

The iiuthor h«s succeeded In creating but oiio 
vital character, that of COLONEL. F.VWKUS, a gen- 
ial tyrant, an egomaniac, a charming despot with no 
worlds to' conquer. He is a man firm lit Ids belief 
in his own powers and disappointed In the taio that 
has deprived him of thç chance to use them, so lie 
devotes his tremendous energies to dominating his 
household. Having no nation at his feet he creates 
his own domain, and ha lives In iho belief, not that 
the world was created for liim but that be lias cre.it- 
ed the M'orld, He Is Meredith's lOgoiiit at the ago of 
seventy, adored by many, awcing all, liked by every- 
one. The only persona who understand and pity him 
ere tliosâ who refuse to make hlin their personal 
God. He thrives on flattery, and without the' sub- 
jugation of other wills to Ills own ho must shrink 
in his own eyes,- The books deals with hla last 
attempt to justify himself, as hé tries to lorce hfs 
grandson to become the great man he himself sliould 
have been. His failure is due to his blind refusal to 
recognize the passions, sensibilities and iudlvidiutlity 
o( other people. 

In his handling of his iilis'itimate grandson, we 
see his colossal conceit demanding physical and 
spiritual liopiaee from the small boy, The old Col- 
onel makes bis first false step wheu in his desire .to 
show his power over the child, .be iiivites the young 
mql^er to see her son after ten yea'rs, Ignoring the 
scanQat of the villa ce. In liLs blind egotism he fails 
to see that one will cannot direct all others, but 
that experience is made up of an interplay of per- 
sonalities and desires. With the coming of the son'a 
mlEtress, elemental forces begin to work to his own 
destruction. We see the boy'a liiother. Rose, a mod- 
ern woman, averse to anything sentlmentAl or old- 
fathlongd, breaking the windows of the Colonel's 
world and bringing a new breath of independence to 
his family, stirring them to their first attempt to es- 
cai>e into individuality. THo child, starved for af- 
fection, turns to his mother, who determines to res- 
cue him. Janet, the Colonel's spinster tlster, finds 
her firït friend in Hose, and she also sues here an 
tscape from the tyrant. The child's tutor, an ordin- 
ary nice young man, falls desperately In love with 
Rose, and despite his affeçtlon for the old man, he 
helps the three victims of u powerful will to escape, 
leaving the old man to his thwarted dreams. 

We see how the personalities and peculiarities 
of lilt houMliold are reflecteq in the sensitive na- 
ture of the child.- He loves and fears Ills guardian, 
but longs for friendship and affeçtlon. 11^ U «««eu* 
tially a hero worshipper, and In hla diaappplntment 
in his friends of his pwn age, he finally turn» to liis 
mother, tjlie rescues him only just In timo, for Ills 
grau-ltather's tyranny, his aunt Janet's luck of re- 
sponse and tlie gloomy atniospliei'e of the lioine are 
threalenlu^ bis mind. 

The story is told simply end conversationally, but 
someii'jw we don't «juite believe (lie aulliir'a reason- 
ing, it i« like wutcJiing u finely constructed play In 
wbicb the actors are well drilled and directed, but 
after leaving the ibcaire H is forgotten for moie 
vital things.

^AINT Joan of Aro Is the author's firsl attempt 
. at biography, and slio makes n very good job of 
it, prcsnnting In nu Interestnlg miinnor the -facts «Sr 
scntial for a complete uudorstanding of the strange 
pca.sanl f-lrl "who hoard volcos". It l.s astonishing 
to find out how much actual nuthentio Information 
there Is' concerning the dolnga of Joamio d'Aru when 
one considers what a summary account of her ao- 
couipllshmcnts Is usually (jlveii In tho history books. 
Miss Sackvlllc-West has wisely relegated tho polltlcB 
of the day to the background, einpliasizing only such 
aspects as are necessary to a complete comprelicnsion 
of her cliarautor. Never once does she let her mat- 
erial get put of Imnd or focus the spotllg:ht on any 
one save her leading character. 

She tears away the veil of runuiiuicisni and 
Ecntimcntallty that bus tou long obscured the char- 
acter of the real Jeanne d'Arc. When she discards 
all tlio images representing Jeanne as either roman- 
tically "pensive and pastoral" or "embattled and 
heroic", and adopts in their place a crude and 
clumsy statue in the museum at Uomrcmy, because 
it represents the truth as it is and not aa we should 
like It to be, we have some intimation of the prac- 
tical, reulUtIo attitude that ^.taken throughout the 
whole'book. After a genen^'^ introduction we are 
shown the young peasant, 'strong, sturdy, with a 
jood share of common sense, helpihs In the house- 
hold and farm tasks, and mingling with the village 
folk. She did not seem tp bb different from them. 
Then camo livr visions wl^lch shu concealed from 
those around her. Including her father ond niothcr, 
severe, pious folk, who would not liuvo known what 
to make of them. How shu afterwards came to com- 
mand the French armies, her capture by the Ungllsh. 
and her death on Hie stake as a hcreUo and witch, 
ire (ill well-known facts, Jeanne, oven at tho height 
of her powers, rciiiuins - ii hiimun patii'rar person. 
Hei^ visions, thougli they liavo transformed her sta- 
tion, have not altered the essentials of her charac- 
ter. . < 

The author. I|{ describing the hattlea nnd cam- 
paigns in which Jeanno luUcj part, wli<cly uvuids 
too many dulalls and tochiilcal toinis, which on tlio 
wholu only tend lo eoiifu.se ami add nothing to his 
conception of Joanne d'Ai'u, Suveral times tho au- 
thor uses «impie 'cQiMpariifon with our own tlme» 
very offcullvely. Vor Instaiicc.^wbcn Jcaiinu d'Aro 
gets her first audience with criarleB Vll, If wo IniH- 
glne un K'nitllxh inliDiirui' uf our day walking up to 
the klni{ at liiieUiiighHiu, and prupusing )o pure tjio 
country's Ills b^ divine coiiiwul, wo hiivo some Idea pf 
the eniotloiiN both Jcaniiii and lliit King vNporlciivod, 
The last chapter \^ ilnvulcd lo a dlHOUH»iuu uf 
tile visions, and tlm various thourluN nceounling for 
lliem.
